The  Inapertlnn  nf  Milk. 

It  has  lieeii  projjosed.  and  in  some 
ports  of  the  country  the  law.  already 
provides,  that  the  entire  milk  supplying 
bust  ness  shall  lw  open  at  all  time*  to 
inspection.  Such  inspection  should  in¬ 
clude  examination  into  the  condition  and 
sitnntion  of  wella  in  relation  to  all  atir- 
ronnding  buildings,  their  proximity  to 
standing  witter  or  pools  containing  or¬ 
ganic  matter,  the  condition  of  barns  as 
to  wannth  and  cleanliness,  tho  kind, 
calbitnm  and  healthfnlness  of  the  cow« 
fr.011  which  iuilk  is  obtained  nnd  the 
nature  of  the  f«*od  given  to  them. 

Inspectors  should  lie  at  liberty  to  con* 
demo  as  unfit  for  milking  any  cows  suf¬ 
fering  from  chronic  diseases  that  might 
he  conveyed  to  man  by  the  nseof  their 
milk.  —  Yonth’s  Companion.
